societies and missionary Committees, diligent ia 
every good work." 


FOSTERED BY 
SCOTTISH PIONEERS 

At that trine Sir James then James Douglas 
was Factor-in-Cbief of the Hudson's Bay Com¬ 
pany. and like many of the, men associated with 
him—Munro.

With the enthusiastic help of members and 
kiodly friends, the church was finally opened 
on Sunday. November 15. of that year, prac¬ 
tically free of debt. Rev. John Hall was 
assisted on that occasion by Rev. James Nimmo. 
Missionary of the Church of Scotland at Nan¬ 
aimo, and in the evening Rev. Dr. Evans of 
(He Wesleyan Methodist Church, preached on 
the-text: “I Am Not Ashamed of the Gospel 
of Christ." 

The opening of the First Church marked 
the establishment of the Presbyterian Church 
in British Columbia, the nearest congregation 
of ihe same denomination being, at Kildonan. 
Manitoba, two thousand miles Sway wi[h the 
Rockies between and no Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way to connect it with the Coast. 

The first Presbyterian Sabbath School in 
the Province was that organized in connection 
with First Church in 1864. One of the ladies 
prewnled it with a banner, which still has a 
place of honor on the wall of the present 


and the following resolutions was passed, which 
brought Presbyterianism into being in British 
Columbia: 

"Moved by Alex. Loury 'and seconded, by 
Alex. Wilsomthat this meeting do organize it¬ 


self into a congregation to he called the Fi 
Prabytciian Chutch of Vancouver Island, a 
that the Rev. John Hall be requested lo act in even 
the meantime as our minister." 


At the same meeting a committee was ap¬ 
pointed to secure a site -on which to build a 
church,The Hon. Chief Justice Cameron with 
Messrs Marlin and Wright being appointed 
as trustees of the Church property. A‘ lol was 
purchased for $1,100, al the comer of Blan¬ 
chard and Pandora Streets, on which the church 
wa, erected. The comer stone was laid by 
Chief Justice Cameron in March. 1863, and 
as a souviner of the historic occasion, he was 
presented with a silver trowel inscribed "1 o 
the Hon. Chief Justice Cameron on his laying 
the comer stone of the First Presbyterian 
Church, V.I." 

FIRST ANNUAL 
REPORT RECORDED 

The minute book of the Church in its record 
of "the annual congregational meeting of the 
First Presbyterian Church of V.F. held in the 
Police Court room. February 26, 1863," gives 
the annual report of the church. 

This report reads in part: "Agreeable to 
resolution adopted at our first meeting. Febru- schoolroom, 
ary 3. 1862. Divine service has been held 
regularly every Sabbath, morning and evening, 
in the most commodious place we have been 
able to procure; and while comparatively, f ew . 
of our fellow countrymen and brethren of the 
same faith have co-operated with us. we are 
thankful to state that attendance on public 
ordinances have been on the whole encouraging; 
and the deportment and general character of 
our people'has been, as far as known to us, in 
accordance with their Christiafi profession.” 

After reviewing the steps taken to secure 
a site and the progress of the erection of the

MANIPULATING THE HORSE 

Profeasor Plink, the famous au¬ 
thority on the soologlcal remains of 
ths twentieth century, is of the 
opinion that tho horse was unable t“ 
fly. “it Is difficult,” he said, In *x 
lecture delivered in the monkey-hou *e 
of the Zoo last evening, To conceiv e 
that the horee's legs could make mo*e 


than three revolutions to the eec-

The same authority explained that 
the horse wAs clearly distinct from 
the coW anil the bull, there being 
features of difference easily recog¬ 
nisable by the expert. 

It appears that tho horse for many 
centuries was used by mankind as 
an engine of locomotion. When the 
animal was pul Into use, the pilot 
seated himself midway, on Its bad 
using his heels against Its sides as 
a form of gear control. Contrary to. 
manyWmisleading historical refer¬ 
ences, no gasoline was put Into the 
horse. A speed of three.and even four 
miles an hour 1* said to have been 
maintained.

A BILL TO LEGALISE 
IRREGULAR MARRIAGES 

One of Governor Hlmc«w*'s first acts 
was to rechrist^n Niagara. He called 
It Newark after the New J«*r*wy town 
with which he hn.i been acquainted 
.] during his campaigns in the Revolu¬ 
tionary War. Here on September n. 
1792. the First Legislature of Upp,er 
Canada began Its deliberation*. The 
first mesnure was Introduced by 
Richard Chrtwrtght, a wealthy Nia¬ 
gara merchant. It was a. hill to 
legalise marriages hitherto contracted 
within tbe Province. In those days 
the English law for a Tegular mar¬ 
riage required the presence of s 
priest or deacon of the Church of 
England to solemnise It, but In Can¬ 
ada at t hat time clergymen were 
| fcw^lCnTTar between and It was cu*- 
| tomary to have n military officer. 

••urgeon or Justice of the Peace per- 
| form the ceremony 1 by rending the 
| Prayer Book. Cartwright hod been 
I married this way in 1794 and now 
i wished to have the ceremony legal¬ 
ised. Governor Blmcoe. however, was 
<>f the opinion that *uoh legislation 
would be hasty end ill-digested. Ho 
was for drafting a bill and sending 
it to the Home government for up- 
proval. Before Cartwright achieved 
‘-hla -heart’s desire several sessions 
jnissed, but he succeeded at last. 

Incidentally n storm blew up when 
non-conformist -ministers in the 
Province petitioned the Governor for 
the right to per form Jhe marriage 
ceremony. Among qthsra who ad¬ 
dressed him on the subject wag Rev. 
John Bethune of Cornwall the only 
Presbyterian minister In Upper Cah- 
uda. I|e sent In a petition signed by 
kimaeU and hi" i>arl*hionerf:. glincoe 
was a very religious man hut he was 
so devoted to the Church of F7ng- 
iand that he criticised BethunCs 
letter to him, which by the way was 
a most respectful and reasonable 
epistle, aa the product of ft wicked 
hood and a most disloyal heart.. ’The 
Baptists and Mennonlten also sent In 
petitions but the , Governor was 
adamant In opposition to what seem* 
t© us to-day to have been a Just re¬ 
quest.

THE CHANGEFUL PAST 

V ANCOUVER ISLAND luis not always been as we know it now. 

In faet, if we (to baek a few million years,, a little while 
geologically speaking, it disappears off the map entirely. f ■ 

The oldest rocks on'the Island were in the beginning nothing 
more than black ninds mingled with sands at the bottom of a sea 
deep enough to be out of reach of disturbance from waves. Later 
appeared an archipelago of volcanic islands around which the 
choral Colonies built their repfs.

The dahlia is one of the plants that responds to good treatment in 
the way of ground preparation, and although the tubers will not 
be planted until late April or even early May the ground in which 
they are to grow should be'attended to at once. The ground should 
be dug to a depth of nearly two feet and left rough so that any 

fn.nl and rain may act upon 11. and f 
,to give it time to settle down and 
become solid so that ths dahlias may | 
make the wiry growth that mean 
large flower*. 

If possible, well-decayed manure! 
should be Incorporated with the soil 
while the digging is In process and 
should be burled to a depth of from 
nine to eighteen Inches, but If this 
is not possible, and often it is not I 
possible In theie time*, then bone 
meal, or soma other fertiliser, should j 
be hoed Into the soil about two.weeks 
before planting takes place. 

LIKES SUNNY PLACE 

The gladlolps. too. appreciates o ' 
bed made In the Winter. The gladi¬ 
olus likes a rich, deep sotl and a [ 
sunny position sheltered from winds. 

„ Among the many thing* that /hay j 
be done In the garden at thlsrtlme 
are to assist early-fl»werlng plants 
and to render some aid to the Jawn 
and paths from frost. 

In respect to the esrly-flowerlng 
plants, although no more blooms can 
be obtained from hyacinths, daffo¬ 
dils. tulip*, and so no. than are lying 
dormant In the bulbs, something can 
be done to Improve the site and color 
of the blooms. If the beds in which 
these Bprlng-flowering bulbs are 
planted were not manured last Fall* 
then a dressing of one of the patent 
fertilisers, deluted with say ten 
times It# bulk of soil, may be evenly 
distributed and lightly hoed In. 

A good mixture for bulbs of all 
kinds consists of fwo parts of super¬ 
phosphate, two parts of bone meal, 

And two parts of sulphate of potash. 

This should be applied to the 
ground now at the rate of foup* 
ounces to the yard and hoed In about 


In looking over the garden situa¬ 
tion at this time of the year one finds 
spots where It Is lm{x>*slble to grow 
flowering plants hut which one does 
not wish to leave unfurnished. 8urh 
places are excellent for dwarf flower¬ 
ing shrube. The preparation of th« 
ground for these subjects Is not a 
matter of much labor. All that It 
necessary l* to dig the ground wel' 
and to add some fertiliser to only 
a moderate extent. One thing must 
be carried In mind, however, and 
that Is to give each shrub room 
enough In w*hlch to expand, or elss 
in a few years* time It will become 
necessary to dig out a number ao 
as to give the rest room enough.

THE HERBACEOUS BORDER 

Any herbaceous border* that were 
not treated with manure should be 
taken In hand at once. The spent 
manure from an old hot bed. wood 
ashes ami leaf mould are all useful 
for this purpose If applied now. or 
the following mixture may be used 
at the rate of three ounces to the 
square yard: superplmephate, four 
parts and sulphate of potash one 
pari.

Railway Oxen 


The first railway In Canada waa 
operated In the West, according to

This doe# ’not menu 
that If your baby Is doing well on 
some other formula that It should be 
changed, but this. Is the way liable* 
usually are started and nourished on 
cow's milk. If a mother wants to 
change let her famlllarixe herself

Every formula needs sugar. There 
are four types of sugar In general 
use In milk formulas, cane <gronu :

syrup. CSne and corn syrQp are the 
cheapest and the easiest to obtain. 
Malt sugar Is considered to be mors 
lastly digested and In some forms 
more laxative. Milk sugar Is used 
only when advised by a doctor. 

Up to six months a baby should 
have one ounce of sugar for each ten 
ounces of milk. For the above baby 
this would be a little over two ounces 
of sugar per day. 

ANOTHER CASE 

Let us take one . more case for 
example. 

A baby Is four months old and 
weighs thirteen and one-half pounds. 

Thirteen and one-half times ons 
one-half equals twenty and one- 
fourth ounces, of milk per dsy.

BEGINNING FORMULA 

In starting this four-month-olfl 
baby on milk, start with ons ounce 
per pound and work up to the larger 
amount. The beginning formula 
I v.ould be thirteen and one-half 
ounces milk, twenty-one and ons- 
half water, about one and one-halt 
ounces sugar Increase milk every 
; second day, nnd decrease water, until 
I correct formula 1s reached.

—Keep* It Up 

A FTER studying ths flight of birds 
for centuries, man at last has 
learned to fly. and In doing *0 
he has outdistanced hi# living models 
in speed. In altitude and in carry¬ 
ing ability. 

Now a study of th^ marvelous fly¬ 
ing mechanism of th# world's speed¬ 
iest known creqture. a South Ameri¬ 
can fly known as cephenemyia, hss 
led st least one scientist to suggest 
the possibility that eventually bird- 
men may nearly triple tha present 
airpland' speed record of 300 miles an 
hour. 

Dr. Charles H. T. Townsend. Ameri¬ 
can entomologist stationed at Itaqua- 
quecetube. Brazil, points out in ths 
August Popular 8 clanca Monthly that 
If we can learn to dupUcals tbe action 
of the cephenetnyla we ahall be able 
to fly around tbe earth between sun¬ 
rise and sunset of tbe longest sum¬ 
mer day. or In about seventeen hour#. 
To do this over tbe 13,M&-mile cir¬ 
cuit at the latitude of New York we 
should have to travel constantly at a 
speed of Bib miles an hour, or almost 
fourteen miles a minute. Thla ta aa 
fast as ths speed of projectiles of 
certain types of arttllefy. 

It sounds like a "pip# dream " And 
yet, as Dr. Townsend recalls. It was 
not so long ago that peopls gasped 
at the thought of traveling »*a mile a 
minute." He reminds us too that U is 
not, beyond the possible for man to 
. duplicate with machines what other 
~~ creatures ^ have accomplished 10 
natural locomotion. "* 

The fact remains' thar cephenemyls 
* does cover BIS miles an hour, ot near* 
ly 400 yards a second. With tremen 
dous power stored In * body of ex 
tremely light weight tt moves st 
swiftly that It can b# seen only a* « 
blur or streak of color.
